VORREs POYDEMCE. 


The National Intelligencer of the 
13th inst. contains the entire Corres 
pondeuce between Mr. Monroe and 
Gen. Jackson, on the Subject of form­ 
ing an Executive Cabinet in 1817.— 
This Correspondence, Which consists 
ot six letters, is published by Mr. 
Eaton, a Senator from Tennessee, at 
the express permission of the President 
and ol Gen Jackson.—Our limits pre- i 
vents the insertion of the letters entire, j 
The following are the most important 
and interesting parts of the letters. 


The first letter is from Gen. Jackson 
to Mr. Monroe, dated “ Nashville, 
Oct. 23, 1810,” atid consists priuci- 
p <lly of remarks upon the treaty with 
the Creek Indians, and a recommenda­ 
tion of Col. Wi*». II. Drayton (a fede­ 
ralist) to the oilice of Secretary of 
War. 


The second letter is from the same, 
and dated “ i\ov.l2th,” from which 
we make the following extract :
